Nothing is being over- 
looked in order to provide Britain 
with fighting material and protect our 
own country against possible aggres- 
sion. Thecountry is truly becoming 
the greatest arsenal in the world for 
the production of war materials, and 
a formable air force. If those who 
criticize would learn the facts first 
their remarks would be more helpful 
to our War efforts.

CANADIANS MUST BUCKLE 
DOWN 


The conflicting stresses and strains 
of Canada’s huge war program are 
just beginning to make themselves 
plain to the Canadian people. In the 
last few days Parliament and the 
public have begun to realize, for the 
tirst time, that the easy, expansionist 
phase of the war is closing, that anew 
phase is beginning. The early boom 
is being transformed intoa period of 
belt tightening. 


As the belt tightens, 
interest and class begins to become 
visible The position of the farmer is 
grave, and he faces a new difficulty in 
the United States lend lease policy. 
While the understanding at Wash- 
ington is that the United States will 
not upset the economy of Canada by 


divergence of 


“lending” large quantities of wheat 
to Great Britain, Canada’s only mar- 
ket, the United States may ‘lend’ 


other agricultural products.: A specif- 
ic appropriation for that purpose is 
being asked in Washington. 


Any such loans may effect Canada’s 
export to Britain or ai least make any 
increase in them impossible. Thus, 
the Canadian farmer is caught in a 
continually dwindling world market 
on which he lives. 


But there is one buge group that 
must be considered in the whole set 


up—the farmer, worker, industrialist, 
the taxpayer and the consumer. The 
consumer wants low prices. but how 
can he get it if the cost of production 
goes up. 


So far the consumer has_ suffered 
little from the war. Prices have ad- 
vanced slightly, but nut much, though 
the housewife remembers that in the 
last war a slight increase at the start 
soon became a run-away budget in 
the ordinary home. At all costs, the 
Government wants to keep prices 
stable and it cannot kecp them stable 
if the farmer is to get more for his 
products, the worker more for his 
labor. 


Finally, there is the taxpayer, The 
forthcoming budget will no doubt hit 
the taxpayer as he has never been hit 
before. 


Up to now the Government’s task 
in maintaining a fair balance has been 
hard, but relatively simple compared 
with the task ahead. From now on 
Canada enters a period of diminishing 
consumable wealth. Production con: 
tinues to advance, but faster still rises 
the drain of war goods of planes, 
tanks and guns that cannot be con- 
sumed. Soon the Nation faces the 
necessity of consuming less, of getting 
poorer, though some classes, the very 
poor, 
eremployment, Canada must tighten 
its belt, and will require some thought 
to maintain the equilibrum of the 
classes that make up our population.

Will Soil Wear Out? 


The answer is definitely yes, unless 
present methods of crop production 
are altered. 


Four years ago, the Department of 
Soils of the University of Alberta 
made a study of the nitrogen and 
organic matter content of cultivated 
soils and neighbouring virgin sod at 
32 widely separated Points in Saskat- 
chewan and Alberta. 


In this study, the four major soi] 
zones (black, dark brown, brown and 
gTay) were all represented. It was 
found that, as a result of cultivation, 
the black soils had lost 18% of the 
original nitrogen and 21% of organic 
matter. The dark brown soils lost 22% 
of nitrogen and 26% of organic 
matter. The loss in brown soils 
amounted to 20% of the nitrogen and 
27% of the organic matter. The gray 
soils, naturally less fertile than the 
others, were found to have lost 35% 
of the original nitrogen and 42% of 
the organic matter. 

The above figures were obtained 
from analysis of the surface six 
inches of soil. In general, subsoil 
losses of nitrogen were slight, but 
organic matter losses considerable. 

The authors state (Scientific Agri- 
culture, Vol. 19) that “. . . it is clear 
that the straight grain and fallow 
system has not maintained the nitro- 
gen ... or organic matter content of 
western Canada prairie soils,”
